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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argunnents are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that command and poll packets cannot be regarded to be transmitted for the sole purpose of maintaining the 
transmission channels. Applicant's claim reads "...and dummy data are transmitted in the absence of user data for the sole purpose of 
maintaining the transmission channels", not command and poll packets as stated in the remarks dated 6/21/05. Furthermore, polling is 
well known as a way to maintain contact with a device or to see if contact can be made with a device without sending substantive data. 
Applicant's amendment to move claim 2 into independent claim 1 is not entered after final and does not overcome the 103 rejection. 
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
